Trans - Atlantic 
Liners Tied Up 


Strike of Longshoremen 
in New York Detains 
Big Boats. 


New York, May 7.—A serions tie up 
of trans-Atlantic shipping now appears 
imminent as a result of the strike of 
longshoremen;at this port. Practically 
everyone of the companies which are 
operating passenger and mail steamers 
between New York and European “ports 
are affected. These include the North 
American, Lloyd, Hamburg, American- 
Scandanavian, American, Cunard, 
White Star, Red Star, French, Atlan- 
tic Transport, Holland-American and 
henix lines. In addition to these 
many southern and coast-wise steam- 
ship lines and large numberof docks 
used by tramp steamers are seriously 
inconvienced. These conditions are 
particularly annoying to companies 
operating the big passenger steamers, 
just at this time as the spring travel to 
Europe is just getting under full head- 
way. The Kaiser Wilhelm Der Grosse, 
which is due to sail at 10 a.m. had a 
full liet of passengers. The Kaiser 
Wilhelm did not sail at the usual-sail- 
ing hour, but a representative of the 
company declared that she wonld be 
delayed only afew hours, The other 
big steamers, due to sail to-day are the 
Hamburg of the Hamburg-American 
line and the Caronia of the Cunard line. 
According to the strike leaders 10,000 
men have quit work.

Mr. Willison knows the Civil Ser- 
vice only in a general way. Had he 
spent the best years of his life in it 
in a vain struggle to rise to the top 
on his vwn merits against party 
patronage from without and official 
intrigue within might make 
some small impression on the 
Federal authorities on the subject. 

The present Canadian Civil Ser- 
vice is an exemplification of the

victors and spoils system in its 
basest and vilest form. It is true 
that examinations are held, and 
conducted on what is seemingly a 
well regulated plan, but. these 
examinations, in so far as having 
any elevating influence on the 
Civil Service, are a_ device 
to hoodwink the too apathetic and 
undiscriminating public—a delu- 
sion, a snare, a disgrace and a 
crime. We have khown the chief 
officer of the city of Toronto in one 
department to issue orders to the 
aggregation of useless super- 
numeraries appointed on the im- 
portunities of party workers to 
keep out of sight, lest the public 
doing business at the office learn of 
their numbers and enquire as to 
their duties.
